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INTEREST WANING 
IN COMMISSION 


J. R. Boyle on the Stand This Morn- 
ing For Less Than Twenty 
Minutes.

Interest is waning fast in the Wat- 
erways commission. The meeting of 
tne legislature this afternoon and the 
political changes have overshadowed 
the investigation, The attendance io- 
day was confined to a small crowd 
who followed the proceedings with 
languid interest. 

A surprise was sprung when the gov- 
ernment’s counsel, P. J, Nolan and 
O. M. Biggar allowed J, R. Boyle to 
leave the stantl without asking him 
8 question in cross-examination. His 
direct examination by W. L. Waleh 
was brief and was confined to a scan- 
ty twenty minutes, The member for 
Sturgeon threw no new light on the 
Waterways transaction. 

Cecil Goddard, the engineer of the 
A. & G, W., octupied the witness box 
for the remainder of the morning and 
told of-the preliminary survey sthat he 
had made in 1908 over the Fort Me- 
Murray route. 

The commission will not meet this 
afternoon owing to the meeting of 
the legislature. The next session will 
be tomorrow morning, 

J. R. Boyle on Stand. 

Mr. Boyle said he was a member of 
the first legislature of Alberta. He 
knew subsequently of the Athabasca 
Raflway company’s charter, ‘but was 


never personally interested in that 
railway. He remembered meeting 
Faulkner once in Edmonton during 


the session of 1906-1907, at the Alberta 
hotel. He met Hawes in March, 1907, 
and had an interview with him re- 
specting aid to the Athabasca Rail- 
Way company. , Witness said he was 
going east and met Cornwall on the 
train. Cornwall told him he was 
interested with a number of Winnipeg 
gentlemen in a railway to the north, 
and he asked him to stop off at Win- 
nipeg. He did so and there met 
Hawes, Woodman and other members 
of the syndicate. They asked witness 
to use his influence with minister of 
the interior to get a Dominin sub- 
sidy. ’ 

Aid from the Provincial government 
was also mentioned but witness told 
them he did not think it likely that 
the Provincial government would as- 
Sixt), He took ‘he part in an interveiw 
between a delegation representing this 
interest and the local government. He 
never remémbered having seen Hawes 
or any other member of the Athabasca 
syndicate in Edmonton, except Faulk- 
ner and Cornwall. 

Interview With Minister. 

The witness said that when the 
eyndicate members asked him to use 
his political influence with the min- 
ister of the interior he had told them 
that Hom, Mr, Oliver was not to be 
moved by what are called political in- 
fluences, and they had better go and 
6ee him themselves. They were not 
satisfied with this, however, and so 
witness called to see Mr. Oliver when 
he was at Ottawa. He told Mr, Oliver 
that the members of the syndicate had 
asked him to see the minister and the 
reply was, you have seen me. 

“That was the extent of my inter- 
view with Hon. Mr. Oliver,” said Mr. 
Boyle, 

Mr. Boyle, in closing, said that he 
had never had any personal interest 
in the Athabasea syndicate or in the 
Alberta and Great Waterways, He 
had never. received any money or 
stock from either and never expected 
to receive any. 

Ceci! Goddard Next Witness. 

Cecil Goddard was the next witness. 
He was examined by Mr. Johnstone. 
Mr. Goddard was engaged by Clarke 
early in 1908 to make a thorough re- 
connaissance survey of the district be- 
tween Edmonton and Fort MeMurray 
for a proposed railway line. Later he 
met Dr. Waddell in Kamloops and ob- 
tained detailed instructions from him 
as to the survey to ‘be made, 

Goddard said aiter he made the 
survey he gave his data to Dr, Wad- 
deli, who compiled a draft of the cost 
of the .proposed road. Witness was 
asked to sign this draft but refused 
to do so as he had not the opportunity 
to check up the figure. Later he sign- 
ed this draft estimate of cost in Win- 
nipég on the understanding that it 
Was non-committal, 

Discrepancies in Estimates. 

Mr. Johnstone then took up the copy 
of this estimate on the government 
files and had it compared with the 
draft one which Mr. Goddard had 
signed. A comparieon of the figures 
showed that in a number of instances 
the estimates had been increased when 
they were submitted to the public 
works department, This was in accord. 
ance with what Dr. Waddell had said 
in. his evidence, his explanation being 
that he had used his judgment. in pre- 
paring his figures for the public works 
department and he thought the in- 
creases were justifiable, 

Mr. Goddard told of meeting another 
engineer, who aiterwards he found to 
be Phillips, who had been sent over 
the ground to check up the work uf 
the witness. He resented this at first 
but when told by Dr. Waddell that 
Clarke wanted two independent sur 
veys he was satisfied. 

Kept Quiet in Hotel. 

Witness said he reached Edmonton 
in September, 1908, and was then en 
gagéd in preparing the details of his 
report. e had gome of his figures 
ehecked by Woodman and they were 
changed by him tu some instances.

He prepared his report at the King 
Fdward hotel. It was completed on 
the night of October 12th, and then 
sent ia to Merchants bank as he had 
been instructed to do by Dr. Waddell. 

After questioning the witness on 
other reports of the survey which had 
been prepared. Mr. Johnstone tock up 
the meeting with Mr. Cushing and his 
engineers, on Nov. 18th, at which he 
said Mr. Cushing was present, but 
took little part in the proceedings. 
Witness and Phillips were present 
with Waddell. At that time Mr, Cush- 
ing seemed to have some knowledte 
of the cost as he took exception to 
some of the estimates, especially the 
amount of the yardage and wanted the 
government engineer to make an esti- 
mate, 

“Were any amounts 
discussed?” 

No Guarantee Mentioned. 

“No, no sums were mentioned but 
I understood from his remarks that 
Clarke had discussed some amount.” 

Mr, Johnstone then took up the es- 
timates prepared by Goddard and was 
asking further questions “with refer. 
ence to these when the commission 
rose.

SIR WILFRID'S 
WESTERN TRIP 


Two Months Will be Speyt West of 
the Lakes—Personnell of the 
Party—Mr. Oliver's Trip.

Toronto, May 25—Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
ier’s western tour will ‘begin about 
July 7 or 8, when the party will leave 


Ottawa. The plans contemplate their 
Spending sixty days west of Fort Wil- 
liam. he trip will take in Prince 
Rupert. This statement was made to- 


night by Hon. Geo, P. Graham, min- 
ister of railways, who had a conference 
during the day at the King PWdware 
hotel with the premier and F. F 
Pardee, chief Liberal whip. Hon. F 
Oliver and Hon, William Pugsley are 
also in the city. 

“It’s too early to talk of the details 
of the trip,” said Mr. Graham. A 
committee of western members ie at- 
tending to that. It will be necessary 
in w great many inétances to go by 
special train owing to the limited 
time.” 

The minister said that he expected 
the party would include Pardee, Lt. 
Col, E. N. MacDonald, M.P., of Nova 
Scotia, Senator Gibson und himself. 
They would be joined by Hon. F. 
Oliver in the western provinces and 
iby Hon. Wm. Templeman in British 
Columbia. They would spend a day 
in Port Arthur or Fort William and 
| visie such centres as Edmonton, Sas- 
| katoon and Calgary. 
| “After a stay in Winnipeg I intend 
myself to visit the Pas mission, the 
point at which the Hudson Bay rail- 
way will. start,” said Mr, Graham. 
“We are letting the contract to con- 
struct the bridge across the Saskatche- 
wan river. We intend to make a trip 
over the Grand Trunk Pacific from 
Winnipeg to Fort William, either go- 
ing or coming, using the Canadian 
Northern the other ways ,60 as to get 
an idea for ourselves of these two 
lines into Winnipeg. We will devote 
particular attention to terminals of 
the Transcontinental. I am especially 
interested in what the railways are do- 
ing at Winnipeg and at St. Boniface.”

PULLMAN C0. WILL 


FIGHT REDUCTION 


Ghicago, Ills., May 26.—The Pull- 
man Palace Car Company teday, be- 
fore the U.S. circuit court of ap- 
peals, began its first move to prove 
that the inter-state commerce commis- 
sion has on authority to fix sleeping 
ear rates. The corporation, which in 
nine years has paid $60,000,000 in 
annual dividends and more than $51,- 
000,000 besides in extra cash and stock 
dividends pleaded that the lower rates 
to and from §8t. Paul recently ordered 
by the commission, were unjust and 
confiscatory. 

On the decision of Judges Crosseup, 
Baker, Kolhsaat and Seman will de- 
pend the right of the commission to 
enforce its order and extemd its 
pruning knife to rates in other parts 
of the country. The present action 
is a petition by the sleeping car com- 
pany for a temporary injunction re- 
straining the commission from  putt- 
ing the new rates into effect. The 
Pullman Company, through ite atior- 
neys, contended that it is not a com- 
mon carrier and therefore the Hep- 
burn act, giving the inter-state com- 
merce commission power to regulate 
charges for transporting persons and 
property, does not apply to it. 


Railway Arbitration Board. 


Montreal, May 25—The board of ar- 
bitration and conciliation appointed 
to inquire into the difference ‘between, 
the railway companies and trainmen 
in regard to wages and other matters 
began its sittings today at the Grand 
Trunk office to hear the evidence of 
the employees and officers of the com- 
pany. The members of the board are 
Messrs. J. G. O'Donough, represent- 
ing the men; Wallace Nesbitt, repre- 
senting the companies; and J. E, At- 
kinsen, chairman, representing the 
government.

COMMISSION TO BE PERMANENT. 


Will Decide Disputes Between Canada | 
and the United States AMtecting | 
International Waterways. 


Ottawa, May 25—The appointment 
of a permanent ¢gommission to deal | 
with disputes between Canada and the 
United States on all matters affecting 
international waterways is likely to 
be made ‘before long, under the pro- 
visions of the new waterways treaty. 
It will replace in its functions the ex- 
isting international. waterways com- 
mission, but in addition to its perm- 
anency, W be clothed with great au- 
thority. Canada and the United States 
will each have three members and the 
American government thas already ap- 
propriated salaries for its appointees. 

Enquiry in offieial circles with refer 
ence to the Long Sault dam project, 
elicited the information that this mat- 
ter will now be dealt with by the new 
commiséion and that any further ne 
gotiations regarding the matter will 
be under the treaty, Among other 
things, it makes provision for navig- 
able waterways being unimpeded. The 
Long Sault project has ‘been before 
the commission for some time, but 
no report is anticipated in the near 
future and in view of the new turn of 
affairs, it now seems that anything 
the commission may propose will be 
but a recommendation to the new 
body which under the treaty will have 
t6 deal with it. The commission will 
be a miniature Hague tribunal, for the 
adjustment of difficulties between the 
two countries in any matter affecting 
the waterways.

Lady Lecturer Tells of Loss ®f Life in

London, May 26—Mty, Charles Gar- 
nett at the Navy Mission society, eaid 
it is estimated that every mile of rail- 
way in the British Isles cost a navy’s 
limb, and every tunnel from one to 
thirty lives. It was worse in Canada 
where men died in scores of fever in 
summer and are buried without any- 
body knowing it.

OUR TREATY MAKING POWERS. 
Regulation Calling For 
Through an Ambassador, Except- 

ed in Some Cases. 
Associated Press. 
Txidon, May 25.—A 
white paper has been issued dealing 
with colonial treaty-making powers, 
containing correspondence between 


the home government and those of the 
Overseas states, 

Lord Ripon, in 1895, in connection 
with speeches made at the conference 
on trade relations within the Em- 
pire, held at Ottawa, sent a circular 
despatch to the governments of the 
seli-governing colonies, laying down 
the principle that a foreign govern- 
ment can only be approached through 
the British representative at the court 
of that power. That to give colonies 
ihe power ,of negotiating treaties 
themselves, Without reference to Her 
Majesty's government, would be giv: 
ing them international status as 
seperate sovereign states, which would 
be equivalent to breaking up the em- 
pire, but it would be desirable gener:

tions, should have the assistance of

COMMISSIONERS ON 
‘THE MILK PROBLEM 


Consider R ation Of ‘Board of 
Health for intment of Milt 
Inspector—Sampies of Dirty Milk 
Are Submitted to Commissioners 
to Prove Board's Contention. 


By far the greater part of the long 
session of the city commissioners, held 
yesterday afternoon, was occupied in 
receiving the recommendations of the 


board of health regarding (he much- | 
disoussed problem of the city’s milk] 


supply. 

The delegation from the board of 
health was composed of Dr. Park and 
A. G. Harlan, whose representation of 
the case for immediate action 
supported, in an eminently practical 
manner by Dr. Revell, the provincial 
analyst, who came to the meeting 
armed with samples of dirt-laden 
fluid that had been purchased from 
various milk venders in the city. 

“One would imagine’ said Dr. 
Revell, ‘that the general agitation on 
this subject might have led to an im- 
provement in the condition of the 
milk sold by the city dairies, but it 1s 
evident from the condition of these 
samples, several of which were ob- 
tuined today, that this is not the case. 
Dr. Revell then handed to the com- 
missioners for inspection bottles of 
milk, in several of which the sediment 
wes plainly visible to those who saw 
them only from a distance of several 
feet. 

Injurious:to Health. ~ 

Asked by Commissioner Butchart 
whether he thought that all this for 
eign matter was of necessity injurious 
to the health of the consumer, the doc- 
tor assented, stating that the greater 
part of it might be traced to the stable, 
where lay the greatest danger of in- 
fection from tubereulous cattle. 

The meeting was apparently not 
united in general condemnation of the 
Samples submitted, Commissioner 
Butchart remarking, later in the after 
noon, that there were at least two 
of the samples which he would not 


Object to drinking. 
The principal recommendations of 
the health board were the adoption 


of the score card system, as based in 
many of the Eastern states and pro- 
vinees, and the general application of 
the tuberculin test, with a view to 
exclusion of tuberculous 
from the herd. 

In order that this might be carried 
out in an effective manner the further 
recommendation was added that en 
inspector be appointed at once who 
would be in a position to devote his 
whole time to the work. 

A score card was outlined as a 
model, which would constitute a com- 
plete record under which the milk was 
produced and handled. A copy of this 
score card, on which the percentage 
f marks in each particular would in- 

icate the errore or ‘neglect of the 
dairyman, would be handed to him 
and would also be kept on file for the 
examination by all who desired to 
see it, 

The Tuberculin Test. 

As to the possibility of making a 
general application of the tuberculin 
test there seemed jto be some slight 
difference of opinion. Asked by Com- 
missioner Butchart as to the time 
requtred for making the tuberculin 
test Dr. Revell stated that after the 
injection the animal must be watched 
for about two days. In reply to en- 
quiries as to the cust he stated that 
the material required for injection 
would be supplied by the government 
free of charge. 

Dr. Revell and the members of the 
board of health were very emphatic 
in their demand that the test should 
be applied at all cost. Dr. Revell 
said: “If you are to secure sanitary 
milk you must reduce to a minimum 
the amount of foreign material in the 
milk, and at the same time eliminate 
as far as possible the special feature 
of contamination, the tubercle bacil- 
lus. This matter will not be accom- 
plished merely by keeping dirt out of 
the milk. You must get rid of the 
tuberculous cows, and in order w 
asceytain which, if any, of a herd are 
tuberculous, you must resort, to the 
tuberculin test.” 

Pasteurization Commended. 

Pasteurization, which wae also 
among the board’s recommendations, 
was commended by the doctor, but 
only when precautions were taken to 
see that it was propefly carried out. 

The commissioners received the ve- 
port of the board of health, but de- 
ferred action for further consideration 
of the facts placed before them. 

Several applications for reduction, 
or exemption from payment, of the 
amount of the license required of can- 
vassers, were considered. The only 
applicant who was successful in per- 
suading the commissioners to exact 
less than the amount called for by the 
by-law, was George H. Knox, who des- 
cribed himself as “a writer of books,’ 
but who was also engaged in selling 
the books he had written. His claim 
for special consideration was that, 
concurrently with his activities as 
salesman, he was engaged in collect- 
ing material for a work deseriptive 
of the Canadian Northwest. The com- 
missioners agreed to issue a license 
which should allow him the privilege 
of canvassing for orders for six weeks 
upon payment of $20. 

Revillon Powder Magazine. 

A communication was read from 
Messrs. Revillon Bros., regarding the 
order they had recéived to remove 
their powder magazine from ite pre 
sent site to a position more remote 
from other buildings, to which it 
might be a source of danger. They re 
quested that, as tae purchase of a new 
site would be necessary, and as the 
manager of the company war in Kur- 
ope, the powder magazine might be al 
lowed to occupy ite present position 
for a further period of six weeks.

now the head. Te service closed with 
a reverent rendering of “God Save 
the King.”

These latter entries were wealthy 
farmers from Illinois, who had dis- 
posed of or rented theit valuable 
farma in that state and were removing 
to Western Canada to undertake farm- 
ing on a very large seale—a scale 
commensurate with their wealth, 
They also calculated to engage ex- 
tencively. in stock-raising and = other 
lines of remunerative business 

Even edmitting that these men are 
heads of families whose wives and 
children will follow them later it is 
easy to understand that the estimate 
of $1,000 per settler is much under 
rather than over the actual aggregate 
of wealth which they bring in on an 
average. There is scarcely one man 
in a dozen among them that has not 
got a bank roll. I know a man who 
has taken nearly a quarter of a mil- 
lion in himself or is prepared to do so, 
and has the holdings to make it good 
in his own right. 

There are very many Russian and 
Slavic people coming from North Da- 
kota and surrounding, states. Syme 
of these have resided there for from 


three to thirty years, and to use a 
vulgar expression they “have — got 


money to burn,” although you don’t 
see them burning much of it om tra- 


velling expenses or extra wardrobe. 
l learned from the immigration in- 
spector that’ these people average 
about $8,000 per family; few have 
lesa than $3,000 and some have = as 
high as $25,000 and even $30,000 in 
their bank accounts which they _im- 
mediately transfer to Canada. There 


were 200 of these people on the incom- 
ing passenger train on the morning 
o1 April 28, and I had the pleasure— 
if it may be called such—of inspect- 
ing them at rather close range, and 
learned something about their re- 
markable thrift and their unexpected 
affluence. 


ANNUAL MEETING AAA.A. 
The Alberta Amateur Athletic assoc- 
iation held its antmal meeting in the 


Y.M.C.A. yesterday, and, having 
changed its name, is to be known 


henceforth as the Alberta Amateur 
Athletic union. 

That the past year has been a year 
of important events in the history of 
Canadian athletics, was the opinion 
expressed in the Governor’ annual re- 
port, presented at the afternoon ses- 
sion. Not the least important of the 
events of the year had been the amal- 
gamation of the Canadian Amateur 
Athletic union with the Athletic Fed- 
eration of Canada, the society result- 
ing from the combination to be known 
as The Amateur Athletic Union of 
Canada. 

The application of the Caledonian 
society of Edmonton for membership 
in the Alberta Amateur Athletic union 
was favorably received, raising the 
number of associations in the A.A.A.U. 
to twelve. The following associations

The governors awarded the provin- 
cial championships meet for this year 
to the Caledonian society of Leth- 
bridge, the meet to be held at Leth 
bridge on July 1st. 

On the suggestion of Secretary Bal- 
lantyne it was decided to recommend 
to the governors the appointment of a 
committee of three to issue sanctions 
for athletic meets. Unaffiliated clubs 
making application for sanction to 
hold atheletic meets are to be charged 
a fee of $10, and will be required to 
sign an agreement to obserye the 
rules of the A.A.U. of Canada, with 
which the A.A.A.U. i8 now ath- 
liated. 

It was also decided to appoint a 
registration committee, to be com- 
posed of three men, whose duty it will 
be to deal with any difficulties that 
may arise in the matter of registra- 
tions. ’ 

In view of the possibility of two as- 
sociations from towns in close proxi- 
mity applying for sanction to hold an 
atheletic meet on the same day, it 
was decided that no two meets should 
be held within a radius of 75 miles 
from any point where a sanction had 
already been issued for the same day, 

The age limit for juniors will in 
future be 18, i.e., no lad, who is less 
than 18 years of age, need apply for 
registration, unless he is desirious 
of competing with seniors. 

A communication from the 1.0.A.A, 
A. was read, making a number of sug- 


gestions to the association, Acting 
upon one of these suggestions the 
meeting determined to change the 


date of the annual meet, previously 
fixed for the month of May, leaving 
the governors to decide upon a date 
in March or April, so that it might 
take place, if possibie, before the 
Dominion meet, to allow the executive 
to select the champions who might be 
sent to the Dominion meet. 

In view of the difficulty arising 
from the fact that the loss of amateur 
standing on the part of individual 
members often escapes the notice of 
the officials, the wish was expressed 
that all clubs and organizations would 
report such cases to the secretary. 

One of the suggestions contained 
in the communieation received from 
the I. A. A. A. embodied the recom- 
mendation that 10 per cent of the net 
profits, if any, of the championship 
meet be handed to the A.A.A.U. This 
recommendation was adopted, but 
will net come into force before 1911. 

The applications of John A- Win 
chester and Allan Hurd for reinstate- 
ment as amateurs were considered, 
but the meeting was unanimous in 
deciding that, in view of the Union’s 
affiliation with the A.A.U. of Canada, 
it was impossible, without direct 
violation of the constitution, to grant 
these requests,
